James L. Maysony city attorney, 
had requested the 90-day postpone- 
ment of a decision on the company's 
application and anneuneed that he 
would advise the commission June 13 
whether or not it would be made. City 
council has appropriated $5,000 for 
the appraisal and the bill has been 
signed by Acting Mayor Millican.

confident the survey would be made 
as sogn as experts were located. 
Témporary Rates Urged. 

Meantime, the commission has un- 
der advisement a plea made by Rob- 
ert €. Alston, attorney for the gas 
company, to fix an interim schedule 
of rates under an agreement that if 
the city’s appraisal showed a yalua- 
tion which failed to justify higher 
rates than those now in effect, the 
company would make refunds to pa- 
trons. 

Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Power mpany, a wit- 
ness called. by the commission, testi- 
fied that his. company had placed a 
valuation of $17,000,000 on the At- 
lanta Gas Light Company, Represent- 
atives of Atlanta have been unable to 
bring out, however, the actual cost of 
the plant, from é¢ither the gas com- 
pany or the power company. 

Perry questioned the wisdom of 
the city spending mioney to make a 
separate appraisal, 

Saying that the commission would 
withhold its ruling on the Alston re- 
quest for expediting a rate increase 
“for the time being,” Perry declared 
that there existed in. Atlanta “a ter- 
ribly distorted’ view on the subject of 
natural gas rates.

“Coming under the circumstances,” 
Perry said, “it has done Atlanta and 
the state of Georgia a damage that 
we will long out-living, if ever. 
Since the question of this means of 
disseminating views, if not  propa- 
ganda, was referred to by counsel of 
both sides yesterday afternoon, I am 
prompted to say that this commission

E. R. Lunsford, 53-year-old Stone 
Mountain stonecutter, is in the De- 
Kalb county jail charged with murder 
as the result of the fatal shooting of 
Joseph Ashburn, 35, married and the 
father of two children, at Stone Moun- 
tain.

At the Long Island Aviation Coun- 
try Club, Colonel Lindbergh outlined 
as much of his plans as have been 
perfected. He said he long had want- 
ed to visit the Orient, particularly 
Japan and China, and that Mrs. |

Coolidge Reported 

- Wearied by Writing 

NEW YORK, June 4.—()— 
Former President Calvin Coolidge 
was said by authoritative sources 
today to have under consideration 
the question of taking a vacation 
from the writing of daily articles 
for a number of newspapers.

FLORIDA HOUSE 
OVERRIDES VETO 
UF RAGING BILL 


Measure To Legalize 
Pari-Mutuel Betting Au- 
tomatically Becomes 
Law by Action. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., June 4.— 
(P)\—The Florida house of representa- 
tives today overrode Governor Carl- 
ton's veto of the bill to legalize racing 
and pari-mutuel systems of wagering 
in the state. The bill automatically 
became law, the senate previous hav- 
ing overridden the veto. The house 


carrying the’ necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority of all members present. 

Representative Collier, .. of » Collier, 
voted to sustain the veto but changed 
his ballot before the vote was an- 
nounced. 

The bill, the first ever to be enact d 
into law in Florida; legalizes racing 
and pari-mutuel gambling. A 15 >2r 
cent tax on admisions and 3 per cent 
of gross receipts of pari-mutuel wager- 
ing machines will be divided equally 
among counties. 

The legislature's action made the 
measure law immediately. 

Passage of the bill over the disap- 
proval of the governor climaxed a con- 
troversy that has raged since 1911. 

Racing has been conducted during 
Florida’s winter seasons for many 
years, using oral and other systems

LANDS ON WATER 
TAAIES 10 SHORE 


Maintains Scheduled Fly- 

ing Time in Excellent 
Weather Across South 
Atlantic; Arrival Sur- 
prises Penal Colony. 


CCESS CROWNS 
MONTHS OF EFFORT 


Huge Craft Reaches Fer- 
nando Noronha After 
Five Months’ Series of 
Troubles on Way. 


FERNANDO NORONBA, Brazil, 
June 5.—(Friday)—(UP)—A flying 
passenger ship, the Dornier DO-X, ar- 
rived here on schedyle at 12:10 a. m, 
today (9:10 p. m., e. s. t., Thursday) 
after a non-stop trans-Atlantic flight 
from the Cape Verde islands. 

The largest heavier-than-air craft 
in the world made the South Atlantic 
crossing of 1,685 miles from Porto 
Praia in 13 hours, 18 minutes. The 
ship alighted gracefully on the waters 
adjacent to the Fernando Noronha 
penal colony and taxied to shore. 

The DO-X was in contact by radio 
with Brazilian efficials here during 
most of the flight and made regular 
reports of uninterrupted progress. Of- 
ficers of the giant sky liner reported 
no trouble on their long journey. 


Thrill for Convicts. 


Brazilian. convicts, among them 
many dangerous criminals serving life 
terms in exile, received one of the few 
thrills in their routine existence when 
the motors of the DO-X were heard 
4 off shore shortly after mid- 
night. : " 
The ship found its position easily 
over the rocky, desolate island, which 
is 125 miles from the Brazilian coast, 
and came down in the waters where 
sharks are a constant threat to mem- 
bers of the penal colony who might 
attempt to escape to sea in frail craft, 
It then was taxied to shore. 

Time of departure of the DO-X for 
Natal, on the northern tip of the Brae 
zilian Atlantic ,coast, was not defi- 
nitely fixed. It was believed the de- 
cision to stop here instead of continu- 
ing to the mainland was due to a de- 
sire of officers of the DO-X to in- 
spect the ship after the long non-stop 
flight. It was considered likely, how- 
ever, that the DO-X would pr 
to Natal today. 

Conflicting reports from the DO-X 
regarding her ultimate destination— 
Fernando Noronha or Natal—decreas- 
ed considerably the crowd that had 
gathered on the beach to witness the 
arrival. A fairly large gathering was 
present, however, when the ship ar- 
rived, and the gracéful landing was 
cheered loudly. The ship came down

Bridge Is 35 Years Old. 

The Broad street bridge is 35 years 
old, and has been “ba‘lly neglected 
and badly abused for 15 years,” ac- 
cording to Kauffmann’s report. Paint- 
ing and strengthening of the struc- 
ture would cost approximately $20,- 
460, it was pointed out, ying it could 
be rebuilt for about $68 

Referring to the ieoed street via: 
duct, Mr. Kauffmann in his report 
stated : “A structure in such condi- 
tion is a menace to life and property; 
it is hazardous to permit the pres- 
ent heavy traffic to pass over it. 
There is no telling when a break 
down may occur; it may happen to- 
morrow or any ‘time ; a collapse of 
part of the structure may be as dis- 
astrous as the failure of the whole 
bridge. 

“The responsibility of the safety of 
this structure rests upon our depart- 
ment. If there should be a collapse,- 
causing death, the public, the press, 
all, will charge this department with 
gross neglect and _ inefficiency, al- 
though we have submitted to the 
bridge committee and the general 
council the dangerously weakened 
condition of this bridge many times. 

“I seek relief for this department 
from the anxiety of long years, as I 
fee] that we are close to a catastrophe 
of deadly consequences, and most 
urgently request that funds be grant- 
ed for the recorstruction of this

Text of the resolution passed by 
Fulton county commissioners May 6, 
follows:

UNJUST TO THE SOUTHEAST. 


The federal farm board was cre- 
ated for the purpose of studying, 
advising and co-operating with the 
agricultural industry of the nation 
for its improvement in general and 
specifically for the resuscitation of 
its ways and means of profitable 
production and market distribu- 
tions. To that end it was granted 
a revolving fund, so termed, of half 
a billion dollars of the people’s pub- 
lic money. 

But here are ten south Atlantic, 
Gulf and border states, which have 
always been essentially farming 
states, and which now produce one- 
fifth of the total farm products of 
the nation. Yet they are without a 
representative of their great and 
valuable agricultural interests.

There is a widely held popular be- 
lief in Italy that Mussolini possesses 
a charmed life and that no er on 
earth can Piacoa against - It is 
nw to believe that Fate or Provi- 

ce should have taken a hand in 
preserving the Duce’s life so far, but 
the pope, after the Bologna incident, 
remarked dryly: “Even with Provi- 
dential favors, Mussolini should take 
more human precautions.” 


There are always certain types of 
careers which incur the detestation of 
the assassin, but such careers also 
generally attract loyalty of others. 

General peouleity is given in Italy 
now that ussolini was told by a 
gypsy soothsayer that he would die in 
bed—at a ripe old age. 

Mussolini claims to be a man of 
destiny, like the first Napoleon. Bona- 
parte never feared assassins nor the 
enemies’ bullets. At the Bridge of Ar- 
cola he advanced alone, single-handed, 
in the face of what was described in 
those days as a “murderous fire.” But 
Napoleon neyer even incurred any 
wounds, Benito Mussolini has 45 
wounds in his body, a punctured nose 
being the latest addition. 

Napoleon the Third’s problems were 
closely akin to those of Mussolini. He, 
too, had seized power and he, too, 
was constantly threatened by Italian’ 
assassins. 

There was, for instance, the famous 


attempt of Orsini, who, in order to; 


draw the emperor's attention to the 
wrongs of Italy had a number of 
bombs thrown at the carriage as Na- 
peleon III was about to enter the 
Paris opera with the Empress Eu- 
genie. The explosion killed a great 
number of innocent bystanders. But 
the man for whom the bombs were 
intended escaped unscathed. 

Napoleon III so far as “charmed 
lives’ are concerned, escaped some- 
thing far more deadly than assassins’ 
daggers; he survived the steady fire 
of the Germans at Sedan. He walked 
about for hours seeking death and 
when he surrendered to Kaiser Wil- 
helm he wrote: “Sire My Brother! 
Having been unable to find death at 
the head of my troops, I place my 
sword in your hands.” He died at 
Chislehurst, in his bed, quietly and 
peacefully, like his uncle in an arm- 
chair on St. Helena. 

Queen Victoria escaped several 
times and even King Edward came 
away unharmed from an attack at 
Brussels.

‘A reader asks me to write about 
the advantages or disadvantages of 
keeping children in the direct sun- 
shine. It seems there is an argument 
between several mothers about this, 
some holding that lots of sunshine is 
good for the children and others that 
it is unwise to expose them to strong 
sunlight. 

It is foolish for anyone to suffer 
sunburn if he is. not compelled to be 
exposed too long to the sun. I have 
never heard of a child suffering sun- 
stroke. 

So far as possible harm is. con- 
cerned, then, it narrows down to a 
question of common sense or good 
judgment about the duration of ex- 
posure to direct sunlight when the 
child is pale and unaccustomed to the 
sun.

It is held, however, that if the 
buses and trucks are called upon te 
pay for the construction and upkeep 
‘of such highways, they cannot possi- 
‘bly meet the costs and survive. The 
railroad men say that if this is frue, 
it is obvious that the bus and truck 
are not now paying their faie share of 
hichway cost. 

The roads in these days of depres- 
sion have been forced into greate? 
and greater economies, some of which 
_ will be retained and thereby become & 
real aid to the roads when business 
improves. 

While the reductions in business 
and in net revenue of the roads have 
been very great since 1929, that is 
‘not the situation, to date, which is 
worrying the railroad men so much 
as what the future may have in store 
The roads have stood the strain far 
“better than they have in other periods 
of depression, and the number of rail- 
road reeeiverships today is markedly 
low. 

Government ownership and opera. 
tion of the railroads have their advyo- 
cates throughout the country and on 
Capitol Hill. But there is no general 
disposition to turn to this as a soln- - 
tion of the railroads’ problem. It 
may come some day, but if it does it 
will be after it has been demonstrated 
that the government regulated, private- 
ly owned and operated roads cannot 
continue to earn in competition with 
other forms of transportation. 

There is one danger to the railroads 
which comes from a different source 
than their direct competitors: The 
demand of shippers of huge amounts 
of c¢mmodities for special service and 
for lower rates. ‘These shippers 
have their ways of “shaking down” 
the roads, which in effect amounts to 
the rebating in the old days of rail- 
roading, before government regulation 
'on its present scale. The roads them- 
selves would like to combat these 
moves on the part of shippers, but 
if they do, it may mean the further 
loss. of business,
